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General Remarks. 


Our schools have made good progress the past year, and 
we find much to commend and little to censure. We were 
greatly pleased to notice the friendly interest manifested 
by the parents and friends as shown by the number of vis- 
its recorded by the teachers. This is particularly notice- 
able in the East Hebron school, where last year there were 
but fifteen visits by parents and others, and this year the 
number has increased to seventy. There has been a dis- 
position on the part of the parents to encourage and assist 
the teachers in their work, which we gladly notice, for a 
kindly word of encouragement costs little and means much 
to the tired, overworked teacher. 

Our roll of honor is far in excess of what it usually is, 
and that goes to prove the interest of the pupils in their 
work. During the fall term many in both schools were un- 
avoidably kept at home by sickness. 

Our school-houses are in good repair. Cupboards for 
the books have been purchased the past year, and now the 
one thing lacking seems to be a piazza for the Kast Hebron 
school-house. Many of the children coming a long dis- 
tance are obliged to stand outside in a drenching rain until 
their clothing becomes wet, hence arise many cases of 
colds and sore throats. A piazza could be added for a com- 
paratively small sum, and would it be not a wise invest- 
ment? 
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We thank the district for their liberality in appropria- 
tions to us the past year, which we have endeavored to 
profitably expend. The formation of right character by 
the young, and the vital interests of the community de- 
pend largely upon the wise management of its public 
schools, therefore too much care cannot be taken in the 
selection of our teachers ‘The manners and morals of our 
pupils should receive more attention. 

A spirit of mutual kindness as well as a love of cleanli- 
ness, order and truth should be encouraged, for ‘‘as the 
twig is bent, the tree is inclined.’’ 

In conclusion we would say, let us one and all take a 
greater interest in our schools and try to elevate the stand- 
ard thereof, so that our children will become good men and 
women, and an honor to the community in which they live.

In compliance with the laws of the state the following 
report of the schools is respectfully submitted : — 

The spring term of the East Hebron school was taught 
by Mrs. Emma M. Smith, a teacher of experience, though 
some years had intervened since her appearance in the 
school-room as teacher. I was very glad to note a renewed 
interest in attendance as there were over fourteen names 
on the roll of honor out of twenty attending school. Mrs. 
Smith showed ability in her efficient manner of conducting 
this school and it was hoped she would be able to teach 
the fall term. Accordingly she commenced Sept. 10, but 
after it had been in session four days was obliged to resign 
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her position on account of sickness and Miss Mabelle 
Robie of Bristol succeeded her. Although of limited ex- 
perience her efforts to keep a good school were such as to 
gain commendation from parents and friends. A notice- 
able feature at the examination was an increased number 
of parents present. It is hoped they may other days fre- 
quent the schoolroom.
